$15,000,000 battleship for the Ameri­ 
can navy was launched today 
when 
the superdreadnaught 
Arizona slid 
into the water at the New York navy 
yard. 
She

sister ship to the 
Pennsylvania, 
recently 
launched at 
Newport News, and in 
size and a r­ 
mament one of 
the 
most powerful 
craft ever built for any navy 
Ships of the line, Uke the Arizona, 
are built to give and receive punish­ 
ment in sea battles. 
Their mission 
has little in common with that of the 
battle cruisers, which have been the 
largest ships 
to 
engaw each other 
during the European war. 
Speed is 
sacrifiod in the 
construction 
of the 
battleships to weight 
of armor, and 
against such a ship 
as the Arizona, 
with her broadside Ore from twelve 
14-inch guns. and protection of more 
than a foot of the toughest steel that 
can be made around the vessel's vi­ 
tal parts, like a wall, a battle cruiser 
would be helpless and must depend 
on her speed 
and 
seek 
safety in 
flight. There are few 
ships 
in any 
navy fit lo cope 
with 
the Arizona. 
ship to ship. 


The range of the Arrzona’s guns is 
from twelve to 
thirteen 
miles, as 
they will be set in tier turrets, or as 
far as her gun pointers sand observ­ 
ers can see in brightest weather. As 
previous ships 
carrying 
the 14-inch 
suns, the Arizoha’s main battery will 
have a maximum elevation of near! 
twenty degrees. It would be possible, 
it is said, to almost double the eleva­ 
tion and add miles to the

The Arizona will carry tho three-

$15,000,000 battleship for the Ameri­ 
can navy was launched today 
whKn 
the superdreadnaught 
Arizona slid 
into the water at the Newr York navy 
yard. 
She 
is 
a 
sister ship to the 
Pennsylvania, 
recently 
launched at 
Newport News, and in 
size an(j ar. 
mament one of 
the 
most powerful 
craft ever built for any navy. 
Ships of the line, like the Arizona, 
are built to give and receive punish­ 
ment in sea battles. 
Their mission 
has little in common with that of the 
battle cruisers, which have been the 
largest ships 
to 
engage each other 
during the European war. 
Speed is 
sacrifice in the 
construction 
of the 
battleships to weight 
of armor, and 
against such a ship 
as the Arizona, 
with her broadside fire from twelve 
14-inch guns and protection of more 
than a foot of the toughest steel that 
can be made around the vessel’s vi­ 
tal parts, like a wall, a battle cruiser 
would be helpless and must depend 
on her speed 
and 
seek 
safety in 
flight. There are few 
ships 
in any 
navy fit to cope 
with 
tho Arizona, 
ship to ship. 
The range of the Arizona’s guns Is 
fronts twelve to 
thirteen 
miles, as 
they will be set in h e r turrets, or as 
far as hor gun pointers and obsorv 
ers can see in brightest weather. As 
previous ships 
carrying 
the 14-inch 
guns, the Arizoha’s main battery will 
have a maximum elevation of nearly 
twenty degrees. It would he possible, 
it is said, to almost double the eleva­ 
tion and add miles to the 
range 
of 
the guns; but already they can shoot 
and hit farther than 
it 
is probable 
they will ever be oiled upon to do. 
The Arizona will carry tho three- 
gun turrets, which have been devel­ 
oped by 
American 
naval construc­ 
tors, her twelve big rifles being hous­ 
ed in four turrets, two forward 
and 
two after. In addition, she will have 
a secondary battery and tw’enty-tw’o 
5-inch long range rifles 
for defense 
against 
destroyers, 
torpedo 
boats 
and submarines. J j Tho big guns can 
he fired over either 
broadside 
and 
around the entire circle with the ex­ 
ception of an arc of less, than 30 de­ 
grees directly forward of the after 
turrets and directly astern of the for­ 
ward turrets. Four of the secondary 
battery guns, tw*o on each ri’de, are 
so placed 'that they 
can 
fin* three 
degrees across the ships 
bows, tak­ 
ing the place of bow 
chasers of the 
old wooden ship days. 
Compared to the Arizona, the old 
battleships of the Oregon 
class are 
almost like toys. The new* ship could 
engage a fleet 
of 
three of them at 
the same time, turning upon each as 
many guns as it could bring to bear, 
and her guns would he bigger and of 
longer range. In addition, she could 
steam aw'ay from 
them 
or overtake 
them at pleasure, developing 21 knots* 
against their 16 or 17. The remark 
able thing about the great 
increase 
in size and 
gunpowder, 
however, is 
that each of the smaller £hips would 
need as many or more men than the 
Arizona, which will carry a comple­ 
ment of 915 in her crew. 
The new' sea fortress, as she took 
the w ater today, cost more than $7,- 
000,000. That is for hull and machin 
ery alone. 
The guns and armor will 
cost as much more and other equip­ 
ment to fit her for duty will add an­ 
other million to her cost. She is long­ 
er and wider than any but the new'- 
est trans-Atlantic liners. If it is de­ 
sired to put her through the Panama 
canal the locks and bends in the ca­ 
nal will be taxed almost to the limit 
to give her passage way. 
The Arizona is the 
fourth battle­ 
ship to be built in a government ytyd 
and her place on the ways will be ta­ 
ken at once 
by 
the 
California, a 
larger and faster 
but 
similorly ar­ 
mored ship.

John Harvey Shelly, aged 63 years, 
for thirty-six years a prominent bus­ 
iness man of Dallas, died at 4:15 
o’clock yesterday afternoon 
at 
his 
borne, 3303 Coke street, after an ill­ 
ness of only a few days. He became 
seriously ill last Thursday, but rallied 
and it wias thought thai he wTas im­ 
proving until a few' minutes before he 
died. 
He was born August 25, 1852, at 
Boonville, Mo., and resided in Henry 
county, Mo., until lie was 17 years 
old. In 1869 he went to Sedalia, Mo., 
and entered the hardware business, 
in which general industry he remained 
for forty-six years. 
He attended the 
public schools and Calhoun college— 
Dallas (Tex.) News, 17th. 
John ll. Shelly came to the employ 
of the late D. H. Smith when a strip­ 
ling of a youth, and Mr. Smith taught 
him the hardware business.

tive in their arrangem ent 
and sani­ 
tation. 
Noise of the big guns in the Darda­ 
nelles zone can be heard in the capi­ 
tal, and at night the distant dashes 
of searchlights can be seen.

ing possibly padded returns and when 
it costs the farmer 
so 
enormously 
there is mightly little advantage in it, 
except to the wheat speculator^ So 
far as the wheat crop of Kansas and 
Missouri is concerned it seems evi­ 
dent at this time th it neither state 
will have as many bushels as they 
have on an average year. 
Over a 
great deal of these two 
states 
the 
Hessian fly did an enormous damage 
and the chinch bug has been getting 
in his work and thousands of acres 
have been destroyed 
by 
flood 
and 
storm. 
At this time there seems to 
be no indications that the rains are 
going to stop before the wheat will 
need to be harvested and if they con­ 
tinue another enormous loss will Ie 
sustained. 
In view of the situation 


that wheat is below' the dollar mark

which action, to become effective* 
was to be reported to the league’s ex­ 
ecutive committee for approval. 
On my return from St. Louis on 
the morning of June 12, I received 
from a prominent member 
of 
said 
state development committee—wbo is 
Identified with one of the largest com­ 
mercial corporations in that city and 
was present at our meeting—a letter 
w ritten at his home the night before, 
from which this extract is taken: 
“Please advise me «fn receipt of 
this just what is tho connection of 
the suite with the Sedalia fair and in 
what d in n e r it is a state fair. This 
question will probably be asked when 
the m atter Is brought before the ex­ 
ecutive committee of 
the 
Business 
Men’s league and I want to be able 
to answer them 
intelligently 
and 
completely.” 
In replying I furnished a complete 
history of the origin, location, equip­ 
ment and present status of (th© state 
fair. 
At first thought it may appear in­ 
comprehensible to Sedaliarts how any 
intelligent person who has long re­ 
sided' in Missouri could possibly be 
devoid of this information, but it is 
true of tens of thousands of Missour­ 
ians, particularly of city dwellers, and 
for twro prominent reasons: 
A man 
in charge of or personally identified 
with a large business, by reason of 
the stress of 
eold-biooded 
modern 
commercialism, is compelled to de­ 
vote most of his thoughts, energies 
and time to his own business, to the 
exclusion of nearly all else; and the 
local atmosphere, 
interests, 
activi­ 
ties and aspirations of a big city so 
enthrall and occupy the minds Of its 
citizens as to overshadow 
and 
ob­ 
scure the adjacent coiuitry. 
I have 
long known the business man who 
Wrote me the letter from which I 
quoted above. 
He is far above the 
average business man lh intelligence, 
shrewdness, business ability and pro­ 
gressiveness, and I assume responsi­ 
bility for the assertion that his lack 
of acquaintance M th the brigin and 
status of the state fair te no reflec­ 
tion on his intelligence—rather is it 
•an Index to the strenuous butty life 
of modern business men. 
But when it is known that this big 
business man, located at finger-touch 
with the pulse of state intelligence 
and information, speaks of “your Se­ 
dalia fair,” and does hot know that it 
is Missouri’s fair, in which he, him­ 
self, is part owner, is It surprising 
that hundreds of thousands of inter­ 
ior Missourians remote from Sedalia 
know ox care little or nothing about 
it? 
It will not do to say “they know 
the state fair Is here, it belongs to 
them and it ought not to be necessary 
to tell them about it.” 
The Missouri state fair is fifteen 
years did and it is not braggadocio to 
assert that its equipment is superior 
to any other similar institution in 
America; that its accessibility and 
transportation facilities are as good 
as the best and that as a clean, high 
class exposition of the best in agri 
culture, industry, com m erce aft and 
education it Is unsurp&sMMi anywhere 
and that it ought to have an attend 
ance of 150,000 on its biggest days 
Why doesn’t it have such an at 
tendance? 
The conclusion must be that a large 
majority of the thm e and one-half 
millions of Missourians do not know 


enough about it to refrain from con­ 
sidering and calling it ‘ your Sedalia 
fair.” 
It costs the management just 
as much in labor and money to in­ 
stall and show to 1000 people as for 
a crowd of 150JOW, hut the difference 
between the two crowds in point of 
net daily profit to the fair treasury 
would be over ^70,000. 
Wouldn’t it 
be 9 mighty profitable investm entf to 
so inform 
those 
uninformed 
Mis­ 
sourians about the state fair, to tell 
them repeatedly and persistently, that 
they would really know about It, its 
magnitude, m erit and worth and be­ 
come interested to the point of de­ 
siring to attend and derive the pleas­ 
ure and profit it can give them? 
True, to 
thoroughly 
disseminate 
that information will cost money and 
a lot' of painstaking and capable hard 
work. 
And I know it is contended 
that funds are not provided for that 
purpose. 
But I venture the belief 
that they should be, and that the 
ptijicious use of $25,000 for that put 
pose would not only eliminate the 
“your Sedalia fair” idea, but would 
so increase the attendance as to re­ 
pay the cost in manifold volume and 
greatly enhance the 
usefulness 
of* 
this great educational institution. 
This is not “Sedalia’s fair,” but Se­ 
dalia can not divest herself of re­ 
sponsibility, in the public mind, for 
the failure of the institution to iealize 
its normal 
growth 
and 
the 
full 
measure of its 
possible 
usefulness. 
What shall we do, and how shall we 
do it, to acquaint the people—all the 
people of the whole state—that this 
is a state fair and theirs, not ours? 
That Sedalia is now and always has 
been ready, willing and anxious to do 
more than her whole duty for its suc­ 
cess and has 
actually 
done 
this? 
That Sedalia has ample facilities to 
properly care for all 
visitors 
who 
come and does not overc harge them 
for lodging and food? 
Those things need to be done, thor­ 
oughly and at once, and it is incum­ 
bent upon Sedalia as a m atter of self 
defense to see that they are done. 
“W hat’s everybody’s business is no­ 
body’s business.” 
This is 
not 
the 
other fellow’s business—It is up to 


think and talk about 
it, 
to 
help 
evolve plans and provide means to 
‘accomplish It.
